declaring in the words of M.L. King, Jr., and "darkness cannot 
drive out darkness, only light can do that. Hate cannot drive out hate, only love can do that." John 
Thomas, General Minister and president of the UCC saw the television coverage of the youth of 
Church of the Savior and sent a letter saying in part "your witness in Knoxville is something you do 
on behalf of all of us."
